Washington, Oct. 13.—The war de- 
partment made public today the or- 
ders providing for the transfer of 78,- 
400 men from national army canton- 
ments to the various national guard 
divisions to fill them to war strength. 
State quotas in this process will be 
determined 
upon the basis of con- 
gressional representation and as far 
as possible the drafted men from a 
state will be assigned to national guard 
units from the same state. 


The divisions of the national guard 
forces showing the greatest deficiency 
in men are the 30th, 10,000; 31st, 15,- 
000; 39th, 9,000; 
33rd, 6,400; 
3t8h, 
6,000; 40th, 9,000. The orders author- 
ize the commanders of divisions to 
call upon the national army canton- 
ments containing men from the same 
states in which their divisions are re- 
united for men to fill up the ranks 
of the divisions. 


The commander of the 32nd divi- 
sion is authorized to call upon Camp 
Custer for 3,000 men from Michigan 
and Wiaconsln^; 3i^rd division to call 
,upon Gamp 0^ant tor 5,400 men from 
Illinois änd Camp Dodge for 1,000 men 
4coixkJllinoisî 38th division to cairtïïJi 
on Camp Taylor for 6,000 men from 
Indiana and Kentucky. 


Commanders of the national guard 
divisions are directed to state the num- 
ber of men required to Inform the 
commander of the national army can- 
tonment on whom the call is made, the 
number of men of special qualifica- 
tions needed and the dates on which 
the levies can be received and accom- 
modated at the guard camps. 


Paralleling these 
orders, 
instruc- 
tions have been sent to the divisional 
commanders of the national army to 
furnish the men as required and also 
to make transfers between the

tional army camps, which will mean 
the mobilizing of two new divisions, 
one from eastern states at Camp Gor- 
don, and the other from the middle- 
west states at Camp Pike.

While the British offensive has come 
to a momentary pause with the gains 
effected yesterday everywhere held, a 
situation latent with big possibilities 
has developed on the Russian frqnt. 
The landing of German troops on the 
islands of Oesel and Dago at the mouth 
of the gulf of Riga is reported today 
from Petrograd. From the shores edge 
at Haphal, opposite Dago island, a rail- 
road line i-uns direct to Reval, t^je 
Russian naval base on the Gulf of Fin- 
land and thence on to Petrograd. 


The islands In question have them- 
selves been bases of no little import- 
ance to the Russians, especially for 
airplane 
activities. 
Their 
seizure 
would undoubtedly hamper 
Russian 
naval scouting work, effectually close 
the gulf of Riga to Russian use and 
apparently offer an excellent starting 
point for a land expedition for Petro- 
grad if one should be contemplated by 
the German command.

There is an undei-current of insistent 
clamor, which can be heard by any- 
body who has an ear to the ground, 
and which really demands the atten- 
tion of the reading and thinking pub- 
lic. 
Boiled down and translated into 
.everyday Americanese the gist of the 
noise seems to resolve itself into the 
questions, "Why ai'en't Ave all given 
something to, do to help A^in the war? 
What is the matter with the Council of 
National Defense?" 


The other day the writer of this arti- 
cle receivid 
it letter from a 
Fort 
Wayne man whose loyalty is of the 
type that should be emulated by all 
wTio have the love, of counti-y at heart. 
The inference' in the 
letter was so 
startling that it might be well to read 
over carefully the following quotation 
taken therefrom: 


On behalf of a few friends and 
myself, I would kindly ask if you 
can aid us, and shed light on ^ 
perplaxed 
question. 
I 
find 
the 
same situation does exist in other 
/localities, and surely there must 
be some good reason for its being 
the fact. 
Just a week ago Tues- 
day, Sept. 25, many attended a 
meeting in the assembly room of 
the court house. 
This 
meeting 
was, I believe, called by the Coun- 
cil of National Defense.- and the 
purpose of this meeting as set 
forth by the chairman and the 
several speakers did not leave an 
iota of doubt in our minds as to 
Avhat we were to do. 


It was admirably explained by 
Judge Wilkie, who, from a paper, 
gave us an idea of the 
various 
committees th"at would 
aid 
our 
country and 
also the 
duties of 
such committees. 


The meeting came to an end, 
and after a few suitable remarks 
by the chairman were wer©.,prop- 
erly dismissed. 
But—and here is 
the point, and I will quote you 
from a trade journal, "The Amer- 
ican 
Lumberman," 
something 
which to my mind fits the case 
exactly—"but I am restless be- 
cause I don't seem to be doing 
much of anything to help win this 
war. 
Have 
tried a number 
of 
times to get in touch 
with the 
Council of National Defense but 
don't make any headway," and 
further, "Have you any sugges- 
tions; if so, what?" 


This country is a* war,' not the 
government alone, and if anything 
is to be achieved it should be done 
by the whole people and not by a 
few of the elect. 
Many of us can- 
not enlist—the age limit is the 
bar,^others have physical defects, 
and for many there »can be cited 
equally good 
reasons, but as 
a 
whole we do want'to serve in some, 
capacity. 
But—and again, what 
are we to do? 
There seems to be 
a Chinese wall around this whole • 
affair, and only those who are 
wise appear to be able to scale 
this wall. 
We are not desirous of 
wanting to run the machine—all 
cannot b€ captains or generals; 
possibly some o r u s would be con- 
tent to be "high privates"-—and 
all we ask is that those who'live 
and reign Uisido the charmed cir- 
cle give us a few crumbs of com- 
fort doled out in the shape 
of 
something to do. 
The trade paper referred to by the 
writer of the foregping letter, "The 
American Lumberman," discusses at 
length the situation as shown to exist 
by similar letters 
received by 
thai 
publication. 
The. editor 
remarks.- 
" 'The American Lumberman' has re- 
ceived a number of letters from patri- 
otic but perplexed 
readers 
usually, 
starting out like this: 
'Business is 
gopd with usr.b«t I am restless because 
jl doii't scom' t«i be doing'm^chrof any- 
tMi^/.te 'b*lp ryrin»th« 
. Thah 


above letter, and this is followed by a 
long discussion of ways and means by 
which every one can be of some ser\'- 
ice to his country. 


The point made by our correspond- 
ent, however, drives a bit deeper. 
It 
is as if he questions the slow motions 
of the organization named—it is al- 
most as if he would investigate the 
operations of the 
body in 
question, 
and if possible remo\'e any obstacles 
which might be lodged therein as im- 
pediments to the rapid action of the 
coimcil. 


It is true that tHo writer of the let- 
ter may be somewhat .over-impressed 
by what seems inefficiency in respect 
to time involved for the organization 
to get its various committees working. 
Many of the cogs in so large an organ- 
ization are hidden, but are grinding 
away at their job just the same. 
It is 
possible that the wheels within wheels 
are well oiled, and that in due season 
the result of their grinding may ap- 
pear. 
And, it is also within the realm 
of possibility that some of the lost mo- 
tion may come from actual sloth or 
inefEiciency. 


That the progress of the council is 
generally impeded over 
the 
entire 
country by aliens who are working in 
an underhanded way to break down 
the organization, or slow it up in its 
work is a serious charge, no matter 
from what quarter it emanates. 
And 
yet even that possibilitj- ought to hfe 
considered and carefully scrutinized 
by a watchful public. 
For, in the last 
analysis, in this great business of win- 
ning liberty for mankind, no man and 
no organization is our friend unless 
that man and 
that organization 
is 
working at the limit of efficiency to 
sei-ve our country in the way most 
essential to it. 


As for the immediate and practical 
ways in which-every patriotic business 
man can serve his country, many sug- 
gest themselves off hand. There is the 
purchasing of liberty bonds. That is 
a great duty for all who can possibly 
afCord to do it. 
The cheeriner of the 
soldiers who are leaving for the front: 
the watchful care of tliose boys utter 
they arrive in camp; the thousands of 
letters, papers, magazines, extra cloth- 
ing and comforts which should be sent 
to them-^all these immediate things 
ought to be done, freely and cheerful- 
ly, as a privilege, and not alone as a 
duty. 


Upon these practical points the ar- 
ticle referred to above gives us the 
hint along the line which the writer 
of the foregoing letter may wish to 
follow, until the various organizations 
interested can get 
their 
machinery 
oiled and in better working order— 
because, no matter why things may 
be going slowly now as viewed by an 
American, the rnachinery will be per- 
fected, must be perfected, for hard 
work during the coming months of ef- 
fort.

Noted Musical Editor 
to Visit Fort Wayne 


"The Musical Independence of the 
United States" is the topic of the ad- 
dress which John C. Freund, et^itor of 
the Musical America, will make when 
he appears in this city at the Invitation 
of the Morning Musical soctey on No- 
vember 10. 


Mr. Freund is not a professional lec- 
turer; he does not accept pay for his 
addresses, and he pays his own ex- 
penses in traveling around the coun- 
try talking to the people on vital ques- 
tions aifecting our musical 
develop- 
ment. 
The principal Issues with which 
Mr. 
Freund 
Is 
concerned 
are 
the 
casting aside of the prejudices against 
American 
musical 
talent, the truth 
about musical 
opportunities 
in this 
country, and 
a 
warning 
to parents 
against the indiscriminate sending of 
American boys and girls to Europe for 
musical training. 
To Illustrate these 
points Mr. Freund draws upon 
his 
career of more than forty years as a 
newspaper man in the musical field for 
anecdotes of singular Interest about 
the great operatic and concert stars of 
the past and present. 


John C. .Freund has been 
closely 
identified, not only with the musical 
development of mtisical culture, but 
with the rise of the musical industries 
in this country. 
He founded the first 
musical periodical in the English lan- 
guage in New York city, having come 
here from London, where, as a stu- 
dent-at Oxford university, he edited 
the "Dark Blue Maerazine." 


Aside from his work as a publisher 
of musical periodicals, Mr. Freund at- 
tracted international attention about a 
year ago when 
he made announce- 
ment at the convention of the New 
York State Teachers' association, in 
Saratoga, that this country spends an- 
nually more than |S00,000,000 on mu- 
sic in 
various 
forms. 
He analyzed 
these statistics subsequently in a com- 
prehensive interview published in the 
"New York Sun," showing that the 
main strength of this tremendous out- 
lay was represented in providing mu- 
sic for the homes and for musical edu- 
cation. 


So widespread was the interest in 
Mr. Freund's propaganda that he re- 
ceived invitations to address musical 
clubs throughout the country. 
He has, 
within the past few months, spoken 
before representative musical organi- 
zations in Philadelphia, Nashville, At- 
lanta, Baltimore, 
Detroit 
and New 
York. 


One feature of Mr. Freund's address 
Is the comparison of musical condi- 
tions in the United States today with 
those of forty years ago, showing the 
wonderful uplift in the taste and cul- 
ture of the public in opera, recital and 
concert work field. 


Another feature is the contrast in 
conditions as they are in this country 
with the actual conditions as they ex- 
ist 
in 
European 
countries, 
about 
which there is a great deal of mis« 
Information. 
Sweet Potato Adds 
Sufirar to Daily Meal 


BY BIDDY BYE. 


The sweet potato is a sort of "trop- 
ical cousin" to the Irish potato and 
while it contains most of the food ele- 
ments of the white variety, it adds to 
its attractions a much larger percent- 
age of sugar, and by the same token 
increases its price and lends Itself to 
more elaboration and delicacy of prep- 
aration as a food. 


To most housekeepers except In the 
south, the sweet potato suggests 
a 
"company dish," something which In- 
volves a bit of extra preparation and 
a particularly delectable result 
The 
following recipes 
have 
been found 
satisfactory: 


Sweet Potatoes, Georglaii Style. 
Season 
boiled and 
mashed 
sweet 
potatoes with butter, salt, pepper and 
sherry. 
Moisten with cream and beat 
6 minutes. 
Put in buttered

dish, leaving a rough surface. 
Pour 
over top a syrup made by boiling 2 
tablespoonfuls molasses and 1 table- 
spoonful butter for 5 minutes. 
Bake 
in over until delicately brown. 
Sweet Potatoes Au Gratln.

I say it has been a magnificent response, 
betokening a true and

I repeat, and repeat 
emphtlcally, that we are a united and loyal 
people and I wish to be understood In 
mj' declaration that in my judgment all 
the candidates of both parties are men 
who, if elected, will In every possible man- 
ner sustain and uphold the government in 
Its time of stress.

The question of garbage disposal has 
been settled for the next ten years by 
the recent letting of a contract with a pri- 
vate concern, but the question of garbage 
collection has not, and it is' today ma- 
terially more of an issue than four years 
ago. 
As mayor I would arrange for a real 
collection at all times, providing additional 
wagons during the^ canning season and 
whenever 
garbage 
accumulations 
are 
heavy. 
Garbage that is not promptly re- 
moved is a public expense in that it Is un- 
healthful and insanitary. 


Clean streets should be tlie normal, not 
the unusual condition. Here, too, the prin- 
ciple of appointing capable officials and 
holding them 
responsible 
for 
results 
should be held to strict responsibility for 
their condition. 


The matter of street improvements is 
one In which our people are vitally inter- 
ested as it concerns both their pocket- 
books and their comfort. 
I maintain that 
the mayor should see to it that not only 
is all work done according to contract but 
that the specifications be 
made 
broad 
enough to enable any reputable and re- 
sponsible company to participate in the 
bidding. 


Motorize Fire Department. 


As a matter of economy the fire depart- 
ment of Fort Wayne should be comiiletely 
motorized at the earliest possible moment. 
A motorized department means a speedier 
service where a diflference of minutes may 
mean the salvage of immense property in- 
terests and the possible checking of 
a 
most disastrous conflagration and saving 
of life. 
Nor Is this all. 
A large portion 
of the expense of the department at pres- 
ent is the e.xpense for horse feed, horse- 
sheing and other tems of upkeep which 
are 
constant, 
regardless whether 
these 
horses are at work or standing In the 
barns. 
A motorized 
department, 
aside 
irom men employed, incurs expense only 
when in service. 


Says Reform Is Needed. 


I am in favor of a radically reformed 
police department—one in which the pa- 
trolmen shall stand on their merits and in 
which private business and partsan poli- 
tics shall play no part. 
The trouble at 
present is the lack of a decent centralized 
authority. 
Patrolmen are demoralized by 
the clashing of their 
superiors. 
Orders 
i.^sued by -the chief are nullified because 
of the hostile attitude of "those higher 
up," and as a result the department has 
been reduced to a state of hopeless con- 
fusion and inefficiency. 
In case of my i 
election I shall appoint a board of safety t 
that will give the chief of polce full power 
to enforce his orders and who will be 
answerable to it only for the general con- 
duct of his subordinates and the results 
obtd.ined. 


Would Enforce Laws. 


I am committed to 
law 
enforcement 
along all lines and as the executive of 
Fort Wayne I would insist upon the ob- 
servance of the statutes of the state and 
the ordinances of the city. 


There has of late been much complaint 
of conditions obtaining on the city mar- 
ket—of over-charging and 
collusion to 
force prices to extortionate 
figures. 
The 
market place is the property of the people 
of Port Wayne and is maintained for their 
benefit. As mayor I would go to the limit 


predatory 


possible raies obtainable as well as the 
highest quality of ga.«. 


I would, as mayor, improve, extend and 
make more popular with the people the 
city light and power plant. I would en- 
tirely divorce it from politics. 


Employes Must Be Effclent. 


In selectng employes, honesty and effi- 
ciency would be the sole consideration. It 
should be manned by honest and compe- 
tent officials and employes, who would 
strictly account to the city for every dollar 
earned. 
Under no circumstances would 
political henchman or unnecessarj- em- 
ployes be carried on its payroll. I would 
provide a light plant. %vhich would furnish 
without additional expense, street lights ^ 
throughout the entire night regardless of I 
whether the moon is scheduled to shine or ' 
not. 


In short, it would be my ambition and 
my earnest endeavor as mayor to susbstl- 
tute economy and service for extrava- 
gance and incompetency; to make Fort 
Wayne so attractive that new industries, 
and new people would be drawn 
here, 
and this home city we all so dearly love 
be brought to its highest and best develop- 
ment. 


Again regi-etting that I find it impossible 
to speak to you tonight, and assuring you 
that I intend hereafter to give fuller ex- 
pression to, and to amplify the points I 
have here touched upon, I am,

PROSECUTOR EMRICK 
OFFERS OPPORTUNITY 
Says Sugar Beet Factory 
Has Killed Fish Each 
Year.

Grerman-American National 
Bank is the Success- 
ful Bidder. 


Means are being devised to take 
fish from the St. Mary's river in large 
quantities for immediate use for food 
supply. 
Catching of the fish will be 
under the direction of the food relief 
committee and by the consent of Coun- 
ty Prosecutor Enirick. 


It is being planned to sein the fish 
and to dispose of the product on the 
city market at the bare cost of gath-' 
erlng the meat. 


Prosecutor Emrick offei-ed the food 
relief organization the opportunity of 
catching the fish, in a letter to Chair- 
man Frank H. Hilgeman, on Friday. 
The prosecutor states that the sugar 
i»eet factor, in Decatur, has made a 
practice of turning its refuse into the 
St. Mary's river each year. 
The chem- 
ical kills the fish. 


Rather than have the fish slaugh- 
tered in this ruthless fashion Prose- 
cutor Emrick urges that the food or- 
ganization arrange to gather the vete- 
brates for public consumption. 


The prosecutor also wrote a letter 
to Eugene Shireman, commissioner of j 
fisheries 
and game, in Indianapolis, on 
Thursday, explaining his exact stand 
on the question of the removal of fish 
from 
the 
river. 
The letter to Mr. 
Shireman follows: 


"Today, in Allen county, citizens of 
Dekalb county paid fines for having 
spears in their possession. 
Mr. Linde- 
muth made the affidavits. The fact is, 
that the spears, if they were used at 
all, would have been used in the St. 
Joseph river, a part of which Is in 
Allen county. 


"Had the arrests been for spearing 
in the St. Mary's river, that is between 
Fort Wayne and Decatur, no affida- 
vits would have been drawn by the 
office of the prosecuting attorney, and 
any that would 
have 
been 
di-awn, 
•would have been dismissed, and we so 
Informed Mr. Lindemuth. 
The reason 
being, that every year thousands of 
fish are killed by the beet sugar fac- 
tory- of Decatur. 


"Last Sunday 
I 
was 
up the St. 
Mary's river four or five miles, making 
a short visit to an old school friend, 
who has lived along that river all his 
life, and he informed me that after- 
that factory opened, he could go down 
to the river, or could In the past go to 
it, and scoop double handsful of small 
minnows along the edge, decayed and 
rotten, and that hundreds of fish die 
each year in consequence thereof in 
that river and in the city of 
Fort 
"Wayne, and that last fall the health 
authorities had to remove the dead 
carcasses of fish from the St. Mary's 
river, as a protection to the health of 
the people of the city of Fort Wayne. 


"This is the time to conserve food, 
and unless you take some immediate 
Bteps to remove whatever fish may be 
found in the St. Marj''s river, between 
Fort Wayne and Decatur, I will notify 
the farmers along the way to take 
them In any manner they can, barring 
explosives and poisons, for their own 
legitimate use. 


"I expect to hear from you not later 
than Saturday of this week. Not hear- 
ing from you, the newspapers of the 
city of Fort Wayne will be asked to 
publish the fact that no one will be 
prosecuted who takes fish from the 
St. Mary's river, between the points 
indicated, 
for their own 
legitimate 
use, and in some approved mannei." 


The letter to Frank Hilgeman, head 
of the county relief effort, from Pros- 
ecutor Emrick, follows: 


"You no doubt know that every year 
the sugar beet factory in Decatur, turns 
Its refuse into the St. Mary's river, 
killing innumerable fish. 


"We had a little talk %vith the cap- 
tain regarding it and today I dictated 
p. letter to the commissioner of 
fisher- 
ies and game, warning him that un- 
less he makes some effort to remove 
the fish between this and the first of 
November, that I would inform the 
farmers along the river, and 
every 
other person, that they could take fish 
out of the river, from Fort Wayne to 
the county line, in any way that they 
wanted to. except by explosives or pois- 
ons, for their own use. 


"After thinking the matter over, I 
wondered whether the food conserva- 
tion committee would be interested in 
taking the fish from the river in some 
way and putting them on the market, 
at the cost of obtaining them." 


The reply which the prosecutor re- 
ceived from Frank Hilgeman, on Sat- 
urday, reads: 


"As chairman 
of 
the food relief 
committee you can depend on me abso- 
lutely for co-operation in taking fish 
from the St. Mary's river. 
If the sugar 
best factory is bound to kill them, they 
might as well be put to some use, es- 
pecially at this time. 


"Will take steps to get them in one 
way or another. 
Thank you kindly." 


The $100,000 bonds for the new tu- 
berculosis hospital were sold Sáturday

Franklin Jacquay, a member of Fort 
Wayne Battery B. has written the fol- 
lowing letter telling of his trip to Long 
Island: 


Dear Friend—This is the very first 
chance I have had to let you know of 
our arrival at Long Island. 
Every- 
thing is all upset here In camp, so I 
can't write very long, but I am going 
to stay here long enough to tell you of 
the most' wonderful trip I have ever 
had in my life. 


It was Friday morning, Sept. 7, when 
the boys were sitting in camp waiting 
Impatiently for our orders to entrain; 
finally about 11 o'clock the captain ap- 
peared and ordered us to pack up and 
get ready to leave. 
Then went up a 
yell from the entire regiment. 
Every- 
body was enthusiastic, bands playing 
and about 10,000 people from Indiana 
were there to see us off. Within half 
an hour we were marching off and on 
about half way to our train it started 
to rain, and consequently by the time 
we got to our train everybody was 
soaked through and through.

The scenery in this state is

rolling along on

seems that all the people do is to raise 
crapes. 
We saw one ranch, four miles 
square, of nothing but grapes; 
then 
came the Allegheny mountains, touch- 
ing the sky almost, towering like giants 
over the peaceful farmers below. 


Soon 
we arrived at 
Ironton, 
Pa. 
Here we saw gigantic steel mills, send- 
ing up large balls of flame in the sky, 
^nd above all, the great Lake Erie. 
^ y , but there's a fine view from the 
train. 
We saw every kind of boats, 
from a motorboat to large four-fun- 
nelled liners, some dismantled battle- 
ships, and everything imaginable In 
the ship line. 


Our next atop was Allentown, Pa. 
We got off the train to drill for fifteen 
minutes, and guess who we met. 
One 
fellow came up to shake hands with 
me, and, learning I was from TFort 
Wayne, he asked me if I knew Harry 
Clauser, of the Grand Leader. 
I told 
him "yes," and he said he 
was 
his 
uncle or father or someone, I forgot 
which, as there were so many people 
around to shake hands with. 
By the 
way, ask him if he's from Allentown. 


At 7 p. m. Saturday we arrived at 
Scranton, Pa. 
Here were great big oil 
wells, reaching high into the air, and 
a little farther on were the coal mines. 
Garner and I left the train to Inspect 
one while we 
were 
changing 
from 
the Pennsylvania to the Lehigh Val- 
ley railroad. 
Then we went to sleep 
for the night. 


We had a luxurious Pullman, porter 
service and everything, and when we 
woke up in the morning we were In 
New York state. 
About 7 o'clock the 
porter woke us and told us we would 
soon be passing through the Catskill 
mountains. 
Of course we all got out 
and soon were passing through one of 
the most beautiful mountain 
passes 
in the United States. 


Next, he pointed out the 
historic 
Tarrytown, and showed us the exact 
spot where Major Andre was captured 
and hanged as a spy by the Americans 
in 1775. 
Next, he pointed out where 
the story of "Rip Van Winkle" was 
laid, and we passed within two miles 
of Sleepy Hollow, famous in the story 
by Ichabad Crane, or "The Legend of 
Sleepy Hollow." 
These were all high 
up in the mountains, and, from our 
seats, we could see the silvery Hudson 
r ^ e r winding Its way along the steep 
slopes and canyons. 
The Hudson river 
at Tarrytown, N. Y., Is three miles 
wide. You have heard of the palisades 
of the Hudson. 
The palisades 
are 
high walls of stone peaks, etc., form- 
ing the banks of the Hudson. 
The very 
suggestion of It Is beautiful. 
It can 
be seen for' miles and is guarded day 
and night. 


We soon arrived In 
New 
Jersey. 
Here the scenery changed again. 
In- 
stead of mountains, etc., everything Is 
meadows. 
We stopped at one farm 
on a switch to get water, and pretty 
soon fifty girls, all with milk pails and 
dressed In snoAvy white, came out to 
milk the 100 head of fine jersey cows 
in the pasture.

of 
oyr 
cook« 
juniped off the train and got a large 
pall of the milk for our coffee for din- 
ner. 


When we arrived at the union depot 
at Newark we found that the heavy 
rains the day before had caused

flood, making us turn around and go 
way back to Pennsylvania to come Into 
New York city over a different road. 
We were certainly glad of It, because 
It gave us ten miles more to ride. When 
we arrived at Cox, Pa., we transferred 
over the Pennsylvania and were soon 
once more on our way to Long Island. 
This time we entered New York over a 
different route, and at 12 o.'clock Sun- 
day noon we got orders to put all win- 
dows down and soon, we wer^ passing 
under the Hud.son river in a tunnel 
.four miles long.

He comes for the purpose of 
offering his services to the government 
and has already dispatched a cable to 
Washington, volunteering to serve in 
any capacity that the army authorities 
may elect. 


"Although 
limping slightly. 
'Art' 
has fully recovered from the Injuries 
received during his first visit to the 
mikado's kingdom and declared that

"As to what use will be made of him 
by the government 'Art' has not yet 
received word, but he stated that he 
feels certain that his services will be 
accepted and expressed eagerness to 
get Into the harness and give the best 
that Is In him to his country.

ton, but stated that he is In readiness 
to go whierever ordered at a moment's 
notice."

Mr. Greenland, who is an authority 
on the coal situation, explained 
the 
shortage of coal In this country in the 
following manner: 
The demand for 
coal this year Is larger than ever be- 
fore. because of the great general pros- 
perity of the country. 
There Is prob- 
ably plenty of coal, but the cpuntry's 
prosperity has caused a great shortage 
of cars, which makes coal shipments 
exceedingly difficult. 
Another factor 
coming In at the present time Is the 
fact that great amounts of coal are 
now being shipped to lake ports for 
shipment northward. 
This coal must 
go at once for lake traffic is stopped 
In the winter season by the freezing of 
the port harbors. Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia coal is used for these shipments 
because they do not contain as great 
amount of sulphur as does the Indiana 
coal. 
The fact that Indiana coal con- 
tains much sulphur makes it danger- 
ous to ship where it has to lay around 
long, because it is liable to catch easily 
from spontaneous combustion. 
The 
Fort Wayne 
and 
Northern 
Indiana 
company uses about five cars of Indi- 
ana coal dally.

A NARRATIVE OF THE LIFE 
OF FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE 


(Selected.) 


To bind up broken hearts, .to. bring 
consolation to . the 
miserable, 
to 
re- 
lieve pain of body, to give songes in the 
night to the afflicted—this w a s 
the 
rniBBion 
of 
Florence 
Nightingale, 
w h o s e 
life w a s even more 
beautiful 
t h a n her beautiful name. 


Florence 
Nightingale. w a s born 
in 
1820 in the fair Italian city of Flor- 
e n c e — t h e city of 
flowers—for 
w h i c h 
s h e w a s named. 
Her father w a s 
a 
wealthy landowner in Derbyshire, E n g - 
land. 
Her mother was the 
daughter 
of 
an 
eminent 
philanthropist 
and 
m e m b e r of parliament. 
In her youth 
h e 
rfather 
instructed 
her 
carefully 
in the classics and higher m a t h e m a t - 
ics; a f e w years later, partly through 
•xtenaLve travel, she became proficient 
in French, 
German and 
Italian. 


Rich, 
pretty and 
well 
educated, 
w h a t w a s there more she could wish 
f o r ? 
Her heart, however, did not tui'n 
toward a fashionable life. 
Very early 
she began to visit the poor and 
the 
sick near her h o m e and on her fa- 
ther's estate. 
Perhaps the mantle of 
her mother's father had faJlen upon 
the y o u n g girl. 
She had also a great 
tenderness toward d u m b animals and 
oould never bear to see t h e m Injured. 


There w a s one thing that struck ev- 
erybody w h o knew her. 
It w a s that 
she seemed to be always thinking what 
she oould uo to please or help s o m e 
one w h o needed either help or com- 
fort. 
She was so gentle with animals 
that even the shyest of "them 
would 
come quite close to her and pick up 
whatever she flung down for t h e m to 
eat. 
Florence was very fond of rid- 
ing> and her father's old friend, 
the 
clergyman of the parish, used 
often 
to oome and take her for a ride with 
hlwi w h e n he went to the farm cot- 
tage« at a distance. 
He was a good 
m a n and w a s very kind to the poor. 


As he bad studied medicine w h e n a 
y o u n g man, he was able to tell the peo- 
ple w h a t would do t h e m good 
w h e n 
they were ill or had met with an acci- 
dent. 
Little Florence took great de- 
light In helping to nurse those 
w h o 
were ill; and whenever she went 
on 
these long rides, she 
had 
a 
basket 
fastened to her saddle, 
niled 
with 
something nice which she had saved 
f r o m her breakfast or dinner, or car- 
ried for her mother, 
w h o w a s 
very 
good to the poor. 


Once she came upon a poor shep- 
herd w h o w a s having a dreadful time 
looking after his sheep. 
H i s faithful 
dog had been injured by a stone 
a 
thoughtless boy had thrown at it and 
could not be on duty with his master. 
W h e n Florence heard about this, she 
went to the h o m e 
of the 
shepherd. 
Here she found the poor dog suffer- 
ing great pain. 
She set off at 
once 
to another cottage to get 
something 
to bathe the injured leg with. 
She 
found an old 
flannel 
dress, which she 
took and tore up into strips, 
w h i c h 
s h e wrung out in warm 
water, 
and 
laid them tenderly on Cap's 
swollen 


lecv 
It w a s not long before t h e dog 
felt the beneflt of so m u c h care, imd 
he looked grataeful, w a g g i n g his little 
stump of a tail in thanks. 
Three days 
after this w h e n she passed the shep- 
herd and his sheep. Cap w a s a g a i n , o n 
duty and wagged his tail in recogni- 
,tion, and the shepherd said to 
her: 
"I be greatly obliged to you. Miss, for 
w h a t you did. 
B u t for you I would 
have killed the best dog I ever had In 
m y life." 


A ^ r l w h o w a s m a d e so happy in 
saving the life of an animal would nat- 
urally be interested in saving h u m a n 
beings. Occiasionally her family passed 
a season in L^ondon, and here, instead 
of giving m u c h time to concerts 
or 
parties, she would visit hospitals and 
charitable 
institutions. 
W h e n 
the 
family traveled in Egypt, she attended 
several 
sick 
Arabs, 
w h o 
recovered 
under her 
hands. 
They 
m a y 
have 
thought the English girl w a s a saint 
sent down f r o m heaven., 
The 
more 
she felt drawn toward 
the 
sick, the 
more she felt the need of study, and 
the more she saw the work that re- 
fined w o m e n could do in the hospitals. 


Finally she 
determined 
to 
spend 
s o m e months in Kaiserwerth on the 
Rhine in Pastor Fliedner's great hos- 
pital. 
Pastor Flledner had established 
an asylum for discharged prison w o m - 
en. a 
h o m e 
for 
helpless 
women, 
a 
school for the children of those w h o 
worked in factories, and finally a hos- 
pital for the training of nurses. 
It w a s 
under the influence of 
a 
m a n 
with 
such a heart and brain that Florence 
Nightingale received the tx-aining for 
her life's work. 
W h e n she had 
fin- 
ished 
course, Pastor 
Flledner 
said, 
since he had been director of that in- 
stitution, no one else had passed 
so 
perfect an examination or s h o w n her- 
self so thoroughly mistress of all she 
had learned. 


On her return to England, she could 
not rest long even in 
her 
beautiful 
h o m e while there w a s so m u c h work 
to be done in the world. 
Her great op- 
portunity came, the 
opportunity 
for 
w h i c h her abounding 
sympathy 
and 
careful 
preparation 
prepared 
her, 
w h e n in the great Crimean war some- 
one w a s needed to organize and direct 
a corps of nurses to care for the sick 
and dying w h o were numbered by the 
thousands. 
Florence Nightingale was 
looked upon as the only w o m a n w h o 
could bring order and comfort to the 
far-away hospitals. 


To tell how, though frail in health, 
she went—^a true w o m a n dares do any- 
thing that helps the world; h o w 
by 
her self-sacrifice, gentleness, and 
fine 
skill she w o n the love and devotion of 
thousands of wounded; and h o w by so 
doing she won the n a m e moi-e beauti- 
ful than her own name, "the Angel of 
the Crimea," would be to tell of the 
glory and beauty of h e r later life, for 
w h i c h 
h e r 
y o u t h 
h a d 
been 
a 
r.oble 
p r e p a r a t i o n .

"Somewhere" 
place of sacred service and sacrifice. 
Have they crossed safely the seas that 
are Infested with the stealthy serpents 
of death ? H a v e they set foot upon the 
land whose voice has been calling pit- 
eously for help in its extremity? 
Are 
they n o w ministering to the need of 
their brothers in distress? 
Are they 
standing 
shoulder 
to 
shoulder 
with 
their 
part 
in thrusting 
the 
invader 
f r o m the devastated land? 
Have they 
paid the price of their devotion to hu- 
manity with the red 
blood 
of 
their 
sacrifice? 
O, w h a t is the word f r o m 
"Somewhere-land ?" 


It is a wonderful land, "Somewhere,

"Somewhere-

silver, and their wood for brass, and 
their stone for iron. 
The higher values 
are c o m i n g to 
the 
supremacy, 
and 
m a n y things that were thought to be

honor. 


God is smelting the people a n e w in 
"Somewhere-land," and out of the re- 
fining 
fires 
will c o m e a better world, 
a truer brotherhood, a broader s y m - 
pathy, a deeper devotion; for character 
is being tried in the crucible 
in

country of "Somewhere," and service 
is being coronated, and sacrifice is be- 
ing sanctified, and humanity is seeing 
God in a n e w w a y "over there."

l a n d " is the Spirit of that Great Soul 
w h o said that a m a n could s h o w n o 
g r e a t e r love for his fellow m a n than to

teaching is sinking into the conscious- 
ness of those w h o are n o w in the coun- 
try of "Somewhere;" and they are do- 
ing w h a t He did w h o came not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister, and 
to give His life as a ransom.

a n d bring t h e m all back again in safety 
to the hearts that love them, and that 
y e a r n for them, and that hold t h e m al- 
ways before His throne.

W h e n there is a sufferer f r o m tu- 
berculosis in the household he should 
not use the dishes or eating utensils 
which the other m e m b e r s of the f a m - 
ily Upe, but 
should 
be supplied with 
an individual oiJ^fit.

F r o m the Sick R o o m . 


Direct infection from sick to well is 
chiefly responsible for the spread of 
most infectious disease. 


Some, 
however, 
are 
contracted 
through water, food, milk and flies and 
articles handled by the victims of dis- 
ease. 
Ofttimes by coughing, sneezing 
of spitting patients also spread 
dis- 
ease. 


The hands of patients and attend- 
ant are of utmost importance for they 
come in touch with the secretions giv- 
en off by the body 
and m o s t readily 
transmit any germs they m a y contain. 
It is most important that they be thor- 
oughly washed frequently. 


Control of infectious disease m e a n s 
the careful Isolation of the sick f r o m 
the .well. 
Scrupulous care should be 
taken in the disinfection of the dis- 
charge from the body of the p a t i e n t 


It 
is necessary 
to 
have 
th« 
sick 
child separated from the well at all 
times. 
First that It shall not spread 
the sickness from which it is suffering, 
and secondly that it shall secure the 
rest and quiet w h i c h is needed. 


There is a period at the beginning 
of Infectious diseases w h i c h 
appears 
to be especially dangerous, during the 
time the disease is developing. 
It is 
important at this time also that the 
ailing child be kept f r o m well 
chil- 
dren. 


Too often the child w h o Is ailing is 
sent to school, either because he w a n t s 
to go, or because it is more 
conven- 
ient for 
the 
family. 
Such children 
m a y complain of cold m the head, up- 
set stomach, 
headache, 
sore throat 
and a general 
feeling 
of 
tiredness. 
Such s y m p t o m s often are more seri- 
ous than they s e e m to m a n y mothers. 
They m a y be the beginning of measles, 
whooping cough, scarlet fever, 
grip, 
diphtheria or infantile paralysis.

More than 200 years ago there lived on 
the ontskirts of the village of Amesbury 
in Massachuetts, a widow named Susan- 
nah Martin.

vate »matters, for instead of something 
beinjg présent there, it was the absence

The ¡same applies to rheumatism, your 
distressed nerves are crying for assist- 
ance, you in your anxiety to help, not 
knowing the cause, figuratively speak- 
ing," administer an emetic or a ca- 
thartic, that bad matters are thus ag- 
gravatëd is by no means a surprise.

Very wealthy people, in many In- 
stances, had been reduced to pauper- 
ism, so too can very strong persons be 
rendered weakly, and the debilitating

Yet he has a better chance of coming 
back home, safe aifd sound, than he 
would have had in any great war that 
has been fought Base hospitals, as they

How does it happen that soldiers to- 
day are safer than ever before? 


X«eemhig How to Care for the 
Wounded 
TTie answer, as suggested above, is 
diat the nations have learned how to 
take care of their soldiers. Camp sani- 
tation, scientific rationing, business or- 
ganisation of the supply service—these 
things count, but the big vital factor in 
• saving husbands and sons for the 
women who wait at home is the effi- 
ciency of the medical service. 


The second answer, also, is the Red 
Cross. As Lord Wantage, father of the 
British Red Cross movement, said: 
However 
well organized an Army 
Medical Service may be, it never has 
been, and never will be, able to cope 
adequately with the sudden emergencies 
of war on a large scale, and voluntary 
organizations, unimpeded by official re- 
Btrictions, are alone capable of giving 
auxiliary relief and of providing extra 
comforts and luxuries with the requisite 
promptitude and rapidity." 


That is why, when America entered 
the war, the first organized forces of 
the United States to go abroad were 
Red Cross base hospital units which had 
iJfeen mustered into the United States 
Army Medical Corps.

Two years before America entered the 
Intr, and thus suddenly had need of all 
the medical service at her command, the 
Red Cross began the organization of its 
base hospital and ambulance company 
tmits. 


Under the direction of Colonel Jef- 
ferson R. Kean, who had been detailed 
Co the Red Cross from the Medical 
Corps of the Army, the Military Relief 
Department set out to enlist the aid of 
the Red Cross chapters throughout. the 
"coimtry in providing trained personnels 
of doctors and nurses available for in- 
stant duty in time of war or national 
disaster. 


Altogether a total of forty-seven base 
hoqutais were organized, financed, and 
largely equipped. The national treasury 
of the Red Cross was scarcely drawn 
npon at all in this work. Not only did 
the chapters recruit the staffs for each 
of these units from their city hospitals, 
but i». several cases they undertook to 
purchase the necessary equipment and 
to make the required amount of hos- 
pital supplies in the chapter workrooms. 


In New York six hospitals were or- 
ganized, in Chicago four, and in Phila- 
delphia four. The New York County 
chapter, not content with the minimum 
requirements laid down by the Depart- 
ment of Military Relief and the medical 
suthorities of the Army, went ahead 
Dn'experiments to develop improvements 
In equipment With some of the most 
prominent surgeons and doctors in the 
United States enlisted on the staffs, the 
chapter organized a committee on re-, 
search and standardization. 
The work 
of this committee has now resulted in 
the development of a new type, of mov- 
able food kitchetr to be attached as a 
trailef; to ambulances or field columns, 
[t has made similar experiments in the 
Held kitchen attached to base hospitals, 
¿idlher cities show the same ini^tiVe. 
,"/AU;over the country the greatest in- 


Washingtoii University, at St. Louis, 
with Dr. Frederick T. Murphy; and still, 
another from Oiicago, headed by Dr. 
Frederick Besl'ey. 
More than twelve 
have now been sent to the front, and, 
pending the taking over of trenches by 
the American troops, are serving with 
the British and French armies. 


The remainder of these forty-seven 
hospital units are equally prepared and 
ready for the call to service, whether 
abroad or at home, on a moment's 
notice. 


King George Expresses England's 
Gratitude 


So quick was the response that King 
George of England, on the arrival of 
the first units in London, feÎt called 
upon to express Britam's gratitude. 
To the members of the Presbyterian 
Hospital unit of New York, on tiieir 
reception at Buckingham Palace, he de- 
clared : 


"We greet you as the first detachment 
of the American Army which has landed 
on our shores since your great Republic 
resolved to join in the world struggle 
for the ideals of civilization. We deeply 
appreciate this prompt and generous re- 
sponse to our needs. 


"It is characteristic of the humanity 
and chivalry which have ever been 
evinced by the American nation that the 
first assistance rendered to the Allies is 
in connection with the profession of 
healing and the work of meitgr."^ 


Such were the returns the Red Cross 
vt^s able to draw on the $2,000,000 in- 
surance—as these funds really were— 
invested in the equipment pf base hos- 
pitals, much of it before the war bega^ 
It was insurance that paid for itself not 
merely in the promptness with which 
the base hospital units were .rea47 for 
service, but in the saving of lives and 
anxiety ,they effected through bting 
ready.

far greater, as one of the bombs fell 
into the ccnter of the large reception 
tent to which the wounded are first 
borne for examination. 


"Ten seconds sufficed for the drop- 
ping of the first bombs from the flying 
plane, and within less than a minute 
afterward the surgeons of the hospital 
were at the task of collecting and at- 
tending those who had been struck 
down. And for twenty-four hours they 
were at work in the operating room, one 


in from the trenches 
Expeditionary Force. 


"At the time the German aviator flew 
over it most of the surgical staff was 
engaged in making rounds of the wards. 


"The first bombs were directly in front 
of Lieut Fitzsimons' tent He probably 
never knew what happened to him. The 
next two fell a hundred feet beyond, 
in a five marquee ward in which there 
were many patients, and the last struck 
the reception tent 


"Overhead there was no sotmd. The 
German aviator flew too high to be 
heard, but he left his identity behind 
him, not only in the bombs he dropped, 
but in the derisive handful of pfennings 
he scattered upon the hospital. 


'"Although thé exploding bombs cre- 
ated horror in the hospital, there was 
not the smallest sign of panic, and the 
work of discovering the wounded and 
collecting them was immediately begun. 
This was made cruelly difficult by the 
darkness, but every one sprang to it 


end. 
A hospital orderly who worked 
untiringly was found later to have.been." 
struck in the head by a fragment and 
painfully injured. He had just tied up . 
his head and worked on. 


"In the operating room, Captains 
Horace Binney and Eliott, with their 
assistants, worked all night long. Sev- - 
eral delicati operations were performed 
and their work was made all the harder 
by the fact that in innumerable cases 
the patients were in serious danger of 
infection from the pieces of wood and 
nails and dirt which had been thrown 
into their bodies." 
. 


When the Wounded Come 
Here is the picture of the arrival of 
a trainload of wounded at one of the 
American hospitals, as it was described 
by one of the doctors:

The doctors and nurses have labored 
under tremendous pressure. 
The size 
of many of the units has been increased. 
Some now have a thousand beds in- 
stead of the 500 originally provided for, 
and six of the units have had reinforce- 
ments in all classes of their personnel. 


A Hospital Under Fire 


These men and women are of splen- 
did stu£F. If any proof.of this had been 
needed, it would have been supplied by 
their belu^yior under' fire When the 
Harvard unit was bombarded by a 
German airmbit on the night of Sep- 
tember 4th. 
Lieut William T. FiU- 
simocs, of àie Medical Officers' Reserve 
Corps, and three army privates were 
killed, and thirty-two persons were 
wounded.

The manlier in which cows are fed 
^and' managed duringr the six to ei^ht 
'weeks' 
period 
prior to calving 
has 
"much to do with their year'is produc- 
tion. according to H. H. Kildee, Chair- 
man Dairy Husbandry Division, Uni- 
versity Farm, SL Paul. 
Improper feed- 
ing or failure to give proper rest be- 
tween lactation periods, results in a 
decreased production for the lactation 
period. 


It is a good plan to have a small 
pasture so that cows due to freshen 
In the summer or fall may have an 
abundance 
of 
grass 
and 
not 
be 
molested by other cows. 
In addition 
to this a few pounds of gtound oats, 
vhich is one of the best feeds for 
»regnant cows, knd in some cases,.a 
miall quantity of cracked com 
and 
^ran will be sufficient. 
For cows that 


For a few days after calving the 
cows' drinking-water should be luke- 
^ r m . 
In 
addition 
to 
alfalfa 
or 
clover hay and a nnall quantity of 
c o m silage, she should be fed bran 
mashes or a small allowance of bran, 
oil meal and oats. 
After about three 
days she may then be placed on more 
solid 
food. 
At 
least 
thirty 
days 
should be taken in getting her up to 
full feed and care should be taken to 
increase the bulky feeds that are laxa- 
tive first and the heavy coneei^trated 
feeds later.

On January 1, 1917, there were 3«1,- 
000 horses on the farms of Colorado. 
Estimates indicate that there is one

401, or one stallion either pure-bred 
or grade to every 260 horses, or in 
other 
words 
one 
stallion 
to 
erery 
thirty-three farms. 


Wm. Henderson, a prominent horse 
buyer of Illinois says, "That tractors 
have a place on our farms I do not 
deny, for nearly all of our best types 
of farms now require a power unit 
which can be used for grinding grain, 
baling 
hay, 
filling 
silos, 
grinding 
alfalfa, 
and

soil) to the acre of such soils, will 
sweeten them so' that they will pro- 
duce excelleat growth 
of 
the 
best 
grasses. 


The trouNe with the average pasture 
is tliat it Is grazed from year to year 
without any attention to fertilization. 


It is true that the animals return 
some of the fertility to the pasture 
field through their droppings, but it Is 
also true that much of the fertility in 
the manure of the animals, especially 
in winter when they are sheltered, is 
deposited in the stable and removed 
to other 
fields 
to feed other crops. 
In this way the pasture-lands become 
gradually Impoverished of its store of 
plant-food.

PRACTICAL WINTER AND FALL SHEEP MANAGEMENT 


Treatment Given to Oklahoma Sheep Which Makes Them ProfitaMe. 


It is usually best to select the breed- 
ing flock of sheep in the fall, for it is 
at this time that a large number of 
sheep go onto the market 
and 
the 
breeding season is open. 
The sheep 
market this fall, however, is rather 
abnormal. 
Prices are high and have 
been for many mxjnths, so that large 
numbers 
of 
ewes 
that 
might 
have 
been saved for breeding have 
been 
— Bold for the mutton market. 


The demand 
at the present 
time 
for breeding ewes is enormous. 
Many 
are 
paying 
exorbitant 
prices 
and 
everyone is 
finding 
it diflScult to get 
-IS many good breeding ewes as he 
might be able to use. 
As the late 
fall approaches we may expect that 
there will be an absolute scaxcity of 
breeding stock on the market so that 
the" farmer who wishes to get a few 
breeding ewes should be looking for 
them now. 
When possible, select the 
ewes and lambs that are in thrifty 
condition, but not too fat. 
Fat sheep 
often fail to breed successfully. 
Dur- 
ing the breeding season, afiord the 
flock a good, succulent pasture. 
This 
. will encourage them to breed readily.

good, 
vigorous, 
mature 
ram 
Should be capable of breeding forty 
or fifty ewes in one season. 


The period of gestation for the ewe 
is about twenty-one weeks, a few days 
Jess than five months.

A railway line follows the coast all the

Oesel island, the larger of the two, 
is 45 miles long and has an area of

The landing place of the Germans 
on Oesel island probably was on t h e 
coast of the gulf to which the name 
Taggalaklet bay is given in the Brit- 
ish admiralty charts.

The inference in the letter was so 
startling that it might be well to read 
over carefully the following quotation 
taken therefrom: 


On behalf of a few friends and 


myself, I would kindly ask if you 
can aid us, and shed light on a 
perplexed question. 
I find the 


same situation does exist in other 
localities, and surely there must 
be some good reason for its being 
the fact. Just a week ago Tues- 
day, Sept. 25, many attended a 
meeting In tho assembly room of 
the court house. 
This meeting 


was, I believe, called by the Coun- 
cil of National Defense, and tho 
purpose of this meeting as set 
forth by the chairman and the 
several speakers did not leave an 
lota of doubt in our minds as to 
what we were to do. 


It was admirably explained by 


Judge Wilkie, who, from a paper, 
gave us an Idea of the various 
committees that would aid our 
country and also tho duties of 
guch committees. 


The meeting came to an end, 


and after a few suitable remarks 
by the chairman were were prop- 
erly dismissed. But—and hero Is 
tho point, and I will quote you 
from a trade Journal, "The Amer- 
ican 
Lumberman," 
something 


which to my mind fits tho case 
exactly—"but I am restless be- 
cause I don't seem to bo doing 
much of anything to help win this 
war. 
Have tried a number of 


times to get in touch with tho 
Council of National Defense but 
don't mako any headway," and 
further, "Have you, any sugges- 
tions; if so, what?" 


This country is at war, not tho 


government alone, and if anything 
is to bo achieved it should bo done 
by the whole Veople and not by a 
few of the. elect. Many of us can- 
not enlist—tho age limit is the 
bar, others have physical defects, 
and for many there can be cited 
equally good reasons, but as n.

capacity.

are wo to do? There seems to bo 
a Chinese wall around this whole 
affair, and only those who are 
wise appear to be able to scale 
this wall. We are not der.irous of 
wanting-to run the machine—all 
cannot be captains or generals;

"I expect to hear from you not later 


than Saturday of this week. Not hear- 
ing from you, the newspapers of the 
city of Fort Wayne will be asked to 
publish the fact that no one will be 
prosecuted who takes fish from the 
St. Mary's river, between the points 
indicated, for their own legitimate 
use, and in some approved manner."

Florence Nightingale was born in 


1820 in the fair Italian city of Flor- 
ence—the city of flowers—for which 
she was named. 
Her father was a 


•wealthy landowner in Derbyshire, Eng- 
land. Her mother was the daughter 
of an 
eminent 
philanthropist and 


member of parliament. 
In her youth 


he rfather Instructed her carefully 
in tho classics and higher mathemat- 
ics; a few years later, partly through 
extensive travel, she became proficient 
in French, German and Italian. 


Rich, pretty and 
well educated 


what was there more she could wlsl 
for? Her heart, however, did not turn 
toward a fashionable life. Very early 
she began to visit the poor and the 
sick near her home and on her fa- 
ther's estate. Perhaps the mantle of 
her mother's father had fallen upon 
tho young girl. She had also a great 
tenderness toward dumb animals and 
could never bear to see them injured. 


There was one thing that struck ev- 


erybody who knew her. It was that 
ehe. seemed to be always thinking what 
sha could .do to please of help some 
one who needed either help or com- 
fort. She. was so gentle with animals 
that even the shyest of them would 
come quite close to her and pick up 
whatever she flung down for them to 
eat. . Florence was very fond of rid- 
ing, and her father's old friend, the 
dorgyman' of the parish, used often 
to ooroe and take her for a ride with 
Mtn when .he went to. the farm cot- 
tt«M at a distance. He was a good 
niaa and was very kind to the poor. 


AS h« had studied medicine when a 


young man, he was able to tell the peo 
pla what would do them.good when 
they were ill or had met with an accl 
dent. Little Florence took great de 
light in helping to nurse those who 
were ill; and whenever she went on 
these long rides, she had a basket 
fastened to her saddle, fllled with 
something nice which.she had saved 
from her breakfast or'dinner, or oar- 


leg: It was not Ions before the dog 
felt the benefit of so much care, and 
he looked grataeful, wagging his little 
stump of a tail in thanKS. Three days 
after this when she passed the shep- 
herd and his sheep, Cap was again on 
duty and wagged his tail In recognl- 
Jon, and the shepherd said to her: 
"I be greatly obliged to you, Miss, for 
what you did. But for you I would 
have killed the best dog I ever had in 
my life." 


A girl who was made so happy in 


saving the life of an animal would nat- 
urally be interested in saving human 
beings. Occasionally her family passed 
a season in London, and here, instead 
of giving much time to concerts or 
parties, she would visit hospitals and 
charitable 
institutions.

several sick Arabs, who recoverad 
under her hands.

PREPARING COWS FOR THE WINTER DAIRY 


The manner in which cows are fed 


and,managed during the six to eight 
weeks' period prior to calving has 
much to do with their year's produc- 
tion, according to H. H. Kfldee, Chair- 
man Dairy Husbandry Division, Uni- 
X'ersity Farm, St. Paul. Improper feed- 
ing or failure to give proper rest be- 
tween lactation periods resalis in it 
decreased production for the lactation 
period. 


It is a good plan to have a small 


pasture so that cows due to freshen 
In the summer or fall may have an 
abundance of grass and 
not be 


molested by other cows. In addition 
to this a few pounds of ground oats, 
vhich is one o£ the best feeds for 
pregnant cows, and in some cases a 
nnall quantity of cracked corn' and 
Vran will be sufficient. For cows that 


For a few days after calving the 


cows' drinking-water should ba luke- 
warm. 
In addition to alfalfa or 


clover hay and a email quantity of 
corn silage, she should be fed bran 
mashes or a small allowance of bran, 
oil meal and oats. 
After about three 


days she may then be placed on more 
solid food. 
At least thirty days 


should be taken in getting her up to 
full feed and care should be taken to 
increase the bulky feeds that are laxa- 
tive first and the heavy, concentrated 
feeds later.

of the Pennsylvania State College 
School of Agriculture:

"No manufactured article will, fo: 


any length of time, be sold below the 
cost of production. Like any othe 
article of commerce, the price of milk 
must fluctuate with the cost of raw 
material and labor. 
No one ques- 


tions the desirability of keeping milk 


a price within the reach of the 


working classes, nor is the motive of 
.those who are making strenuous ef- 
' fort to prevent a rise in the price of 
milk questioned. 


"Yet it would be most unfortunate, 


both for the industry and the people 


large, if by artificial means a 


legitimate increase in the price of 
milk should be prevented. 
Such a 


condition would mean more cows to 
the butcher, an increased shortage of 
milk and «ttU higher prices for milk. 
It would be a'sure way of taking the 
rnllk away from thousands of poor 
children during the coming winter."

PRACTICAL WINTER AND FALL SHEEP MANAGEMENT 


Treatment Given to Oklahoma Sheep Which Makes Them Profitable. 


It Is usually best to select the breed- j 


!ng flock of sheep in tho fall, for It is I 
it this time that a large number of 
Bheep go onto the market and the 
breeding season is open. The sheep 
market this fall, however, Is rather j 
abnormal. Prices are higli and have ' 
been for many months, so that large 
numbers of ewes that might have | 
been saved for breeding have been:

The demand at tho present time' 


for breeding ewes is enormous. Many 
are 
paying exorbitant 
prices and 


everyone is finding it difficult to get 
is many good breeding ewes as he 
might be able to use. 
As the late 


fall approaches wo may «expcct that 
there will be an absolute ecarclty of 
breeding stock on the market, so that 


. the farmer who wishes to get a few 


breeding ewes should be looking for 
them now. When possible, select tho 
ewes and Iambs that arc In thrifty 
condition, but not too fat. Fat sheep 
often fail to breed successfully. Dnr- 
iig'the breeding season, afford the 
flock a good, succulent pasture. This 
will encourage them to broed readily. 
One good, vigorous, 
mature ram 


should bo capable of breeding forty 
or fifty ewes In one season. 


The period of gestation 'or tho eiro 


is about twenty-one weeks, a few days 
less than five months. It Is tho most 
common practice to let tho ram run 
with tho ewes during the entire breed- 
Ing season. 
The breeding season 


should bo clo*«d and the rams re- 
moved from the flock some time in 
November, a* Iambs born later than

April hi Oklahoma suffer from hot 
weather and are seldom profitable. 


During the winter some sort ol 


shelter should be provided, but an 
expensive barn Is not necessary.

drained land, opening to the south to 
admit sunlight, with a good roof free 
from direct drafts, but furnishing 
plenty of ventilation, will serve as a 
sufficient shelter in Oklahoma. Whea 
or rye pastures are excellent for win- 
tering tho flock.

Very little If any grain should be fed 
to tho ewes until after they lamb. 
The pregnant ewe should have the 


equivalent of one mfle of exercise 
very day: A day or two after lamb- 
ng, start thorn on a good grain ra- 
ion and slightly Increase the allow- 
ance to one or two pormds per ewe 
per day by tho time tier lamb Is two 
or throe days old. 


This should b« continued while the 


amb Is nursing until tho ewes are 
turned onto the pasture. The extra 
growth o£ the lambs will pay well for 
the grain. Lambs eat grain as soon 
an they are ten days or two weeks 
old. and if they receive as much grain 
and jrood pasture as they care for, 
they can be forced to a market finish 
By the'time'they arc three or four 
months of age. A good grain mixture 
for both ewes and lambs would bo 
corn chop (or a grain sorghum), oats 
and bran, equal parts by measure. 


Wean tho lambs when they arc 


about four months old. When wean- 
ing the lambs, watch the udders of 
the ewes for a week or so and milk 
out some if they feel very full. This 
may prevent the udder from spoiling.

The home orchard has not been of 


any particular importance up to the 
present time in our state so far as sup- 
plying any great quantity of fruit for 
the commercial trad* Is concerned. It 
has been quite commonly an object of 
tho farmer to plant trees of several 
varieties, in order to secure for his 
family and hired help sufficient fruit 
for the season's supply. 
Generally 


those orchards have yielded plenti- 
fully, and in many cases, after coming 
into bearing, have proved to be larger 
than was necessary. Since they were 
not Intended Jo producg fruit for the 
trade, there are now some of them 
double tho size required to furnish tho 
family fruit supply. It would there- 
'ore seem that some farmers conl< 
profitably pull up somn of their homo 
orchard, particularly undesirable varl 
etics and individual trees that were 
not paying for their keep
